The spirit of forgive¬ 
ness, particularly appro¬ 
priate during the Christ¬ 
mas season, has invaded 
Sierra Madre. Even the 
Police Department is not 
immune. 

Police Chief Gordon Mc¬ 
Millan said that motorists 
will be forgiven If they 
exceed the one-hour limit 
in the business district. 
The new two-hour maxi¬ 
mum, voted by the City 
Council Nov. 24, will not 
go into effect legally until 
Dec. 24. 

Thus Chief McMillan is 
granting motorists an 
hour’s grace period as his 
Christmas gift. If motor¬ 
ists violate other parts of 
the traffic code, though, 
they do so at their own 
peril.

No Injuries Reported 
As Result of Storm 


Motorists were warned 
yesterday by the Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles that 
there will be no exceptions 
to the new 65-m.p.h. state 
speed limit which goes into 
effect at midnight on New 
Year’s Eve. 

When the burlap rags are 
removed from the new speed 
limit signs already installed 
along Califorina highways, 
drivers will be faced with the 
numerals 65. And they had 
better take heed, the depart¬ 
ment said. 

UNDER THE current law, 
which remains effective un¬ 
til 12:01 a.m. Jan. 1, motor¬ 
ists are permitted to travel 
faster than 55 m.p.h. as long 
as it is a safe speed for the 
prevailing road and weather 
conditions. 

Other new traffic laws are 
already in effect, most of 
them having been on the 
books since last September. 

One of them is the new 
law on left-hand turns. The 
safest thing for a motorist 
to remember is that he never 
has the right-of-way when 
turning left. 

FIVE-YEAR licenses, which 
expire on the holder’s birth¬ 
day, have replaced the old 
4-year operator’s licenses. 

Insurance coverage require¬ 
ments under the new finan¬ 
cial responsibility law also 
have been changed. The 
Legislature has upped pub¬ 
lic liability coverage from 
$10,000 to $20,000 and prop- 
ert.v damage from $1,000 to 
$5,000. 


Population 
Of County at 
6 Million 

Addition of another 175,- 
000 new residents during 
1959 will bring Los Angeles 
County’s total population to 
more than 6,000,000 by Jan. 
1, 1960, it was predicted yes¬ 
terday. 

James S. Cantlen, chair¬ 
man of the research commit¬ 
tee of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, said 
the figures were based on 
population projections being 
prepared for the annual 
Business Outlook Conference 
on Jan. 13. 

CAN’TLEN SAID Los Ange¬ 
les has been the most popu¬ 
lous county in the U.S. for 
the past five years and now 
surpasses runner - up Cook 
County, Ill., by more than 
800,000 people. 

He noted that L.A. County 
reached a population of 
1,000,000 in 1921, 2,000,000 in 
1927, 3,000,000 in 19^12 and 
4,000,000 in 1949. Another 
1,000,000 people have been 
added to this total every five 
years since then, Cantlen 
stated. 

AN AVERAGE of 200,000 
new persons have been add¬ 
ed to the local county popu¬ 
lation each year for the past 
10 years, he continued. 

Following Los Angeles 
County in 1960 rankings will 
be Cook County, Ill. (5.200,- 
000); Wayne County, Mich. 
(2,925,000); and Kings Coun¬ 
ty, N.Y. (2,600,000), Cantlen 
added.

Hypnosis appears to be 
useful in the treatment of 
chronic alcoholism, an ex¬ 
perimental study has shown. 

Appearing In a recent is¬ 
sue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the preliminary report 
covering “a relatively small 
group of patients” was made 
by Dr. Michael M. Miller of 
Howard University Medical 
School, Washington, D.C. 

UNDER HYPNOSIS, an 

aversion to alcohol is cre¬ 
ated, so that “even a slight 
whiff or taste of alcoholic 
beverages might be suffi¬ 
cient to evoke a conditioned 
aversion reaction.” he said. 
Such a patient will not con¬ 
sume alcoholic beverages if 
he derives no pleasure from 
them and actually finds that 
the smell, taste and sight of 
alcohol upset him physically 
and emotionally. 

Dr. Miller has used the 
treatment for 24 patients, 
whose duration of alcohol¬ 
ism ranged from three to 34 
years. The average number 
of treatments was two and 
the average length of time 
they have remained away 
from alcohol has been six

months. 

Of the total, only three 
have relapsed so far. Eight 
attend Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous meetings and 18 are 
continuing psychotherapy. 

“No claims are being 
made for this treatment as 
a cure-all for alcoholism,” 
Dr. Miller said, “It represents 
only a procedure for at¬ 
tempting to control drinking 
so that constructive psycho¬ 
therapeutic, social and eco¬ 
nomic rehabilitative steps 
can be taken. 

"AI^OHOUSM is sympto¬ 
matic of deeper underlying 
disturbances of the person¬ 
ality, and there are probably 
as many diverse causes for 
alcoholism as exist for hu¬ 
man unhappiness.” 

He noted that after the 
initial treatment about half , 
of the patients tested them¬ 
selves with alcoholic bever¬ 
ages and all developedl 
prompt aversion reactions I 
(nausea and vomiting) and 
discontinued further at¬ 
tempts. 

If the patient is in a poor 
nutritional state or In need 
of medical care, posthyp¬ 
notic suggestion can be used 
to facilitate his cooperation 
in remedial measures, the 
author said. 

He also warned that the 
patients should be condition¬ 
ed to avoid the use of seda-’ 
tive drugs and tranquilizers 
as a substitute for the alco¬ 
hol. Alcoholics are particu¬ 
larly apt to develop depend¬ 
ency on habit-forming drugs, 
since they are generally suf¬ 
fering from marked inner 
anxieties and guilt. 

THE USE of hypnosis in 
the treatment of chronic al¬ 
coholism offers certain ad¬ 
vantages over the use of 
drugs such a disulfiram 
(Antabuse). It can be based 
on an outpatient basis; it 
precludes the possible harm¬ 
ful effects of drugs; it can 
establish a reflex aversion 
much more rapidly and ef¬ 
fectively without causing the 
patient as much discomfort 
and dread of treatment.
